Malpractice Crisis 
Spurs Three State 


, DETROIT (AP) - A federal 
grand Jury has ordered slate 
Supreme Court Justice John B. 
Swainson to appear today as the 
panel probes allegations the 
jurist accepted a 140,000 bribe. 


Attorneys for Swainson asked 


U.S. District Court Judge Ralph 
Freeman last week to postpone 
proceedings for two weeks, but 
Freeman granted only a short 
(ielay. It has beeff indicated the 
probe may now be going beyond 
the bribery allegations, brought 
by John Whalen, a convicted 
burglar. 


Whalen claims Swainson ac ' 


copied, $40,000 ,to 
review 


Whalen's burglary conviction. 
The high court did in fact hear 
the case and the conviction was 
overturned in a unanimous 
ruling. Whalen, however, was 
convicted again in his -second 
trial. . 


Freeman said the request for 


a 
tw.o-week 
delay 
was 


unreasonable and indirectly 
eluded Swainson for not being 


prepared when he should have 
known the grand jury call was 
forthcoming. 


Indications of the wider probe 


came from Swainson's attor- 
neys who revealed the justice 
had a lengthy question-and- 
answer session with the Internal 
Revenue Service April 30, and 
that the agency requested 
records from Swainson's elec- 
tion committee. 


Swainson also was asked to 


•supply any personal notes con- 
nected with" an emergency ap- 
peal granted last March to two 
Muskegon County men convict- 
ed on an assault charge.

TWIN LAKE.'Mich. (AP) - 


Balloonist David Medema land- 
ed safely near his parents' farm 
here Sundaj after successfully 
crossing Lake Michigan in a 
flight he'described as ' pretty 
nsky." 


Medema, 31, look off from 


Racine's Horlick airport in 
Wisconsin shortly before noon. 
He touched down in Michigan 
just before dark, about 4& 
miles from his parents' home 
north of Muskegon 


"I feel pretty good" Medema 


said after the trip. "It was 
pretty risky. It wasn't-the ideal' 
weather." 


Medema made the crossing m 


an open basket beneath the 
craft The balloon, 70 feet tall 
and 55 feet in diameter, holds 
about 75 cubic feet of air. It is 
kept aloft by burners fueled by 
propane gas arid uses the wind 
for propulsion 


At one point, Medema said, he 


found himself going straight 
north over the lake, and had to 
climb to about 8,000 feet to catch 
a wind heading in the right 
direction. 


"There just happened to be a 


little layer of wind going my 
way," he said. If there hadn't, 
he continued, he probably 
wouldn't'have rnade it across.' 


The haze was extremely bad 


Medema said 


"I .tost sight of land about 12 


miles out and didn't see it again 
until about 15 miles from this 
side. There were about 60 or 80 
miles where I didn't see 
anything because of the haze." 


He estimated he spent five 


hours and 10 minutes over 
water; 


In most instances, Medema 


said, a" balioonists doesn't ha\e 
to worry about, his altitude, but 
because of the weather, he had 
to keep a sharp eye on where he 
was.

"This was pretty hard work," 


he said of the 125-mile flight "I 
had to keep staring at my ins-

Lest we forget some of the basic 


tools needed to promote progress,

Professional expertise is stressed in 


their Appointments. Two must be 
lawyers with a minimum five-year 
background in state-local tax work. 
One must be a certified public ac- 
countant having that identical work 
experience. Another must be a cer- 
tified assessor with the highest degree 
the state can confer. The fifth has to be 
a professional real estate appraiser- 
with the highest certification availa- 
ble.. 


This requirement is much broader 


than that required for service on the 
Commission. Its three members have 
only to be persons with a minimum 
five years experience in assessing or 
appraising real estate and personal 
property. By law they may hire 
subordinate help pursuant to their own 
standards. 


Conceivably this statutory difference 


in membership requirements may 
help the county fathers save their 
constituents a few dollars in local 
taxes. 


The Commission's roster is almost 


exclusively assessor recruited and 
most apparently assessor trained. 


The divergent backgrounds required 


for Tax Tribunal membership could 
infuse some fresh air into the Com- 
mission's turgid rationales in assess- 
ing procedures. 


Should the county fathers strike out 


before the Tax Tribunal, they could go 
on to the state court of appeals and 
ultimately to the state supreme court. 


This escape valve, though, is not as 


wide as it might seem. The courts are 
made up entirely of lawyers, a few of 
whom have never tried a case in their 
lives, and none of whom really under- 
stand the black magic in assessment 
methodology any better than the lay 
owner who has to pay the .tax. As a 
consequence, the courts have tended to 
sustain the tax assessor something like 
nine of ten times, or even 19 out of 20. 


If all this gives the reader the 


impression that only heartless crea- 
tures 
inhabit 
the Commission's 


domain, we hasten to say the implica- 
tion is not intended. 


The Commission or the assessing 


officer down at the city or township 
hall has a very real goal to meet every 
year. This is finding or at least trying 
to unearth sufficient funds to meet 
payrolls and other expense while 
simultaneously refraining from send- 
ing the local taxpayer to the poorhouse 
or, worse yet, in his eye and that of his 
superiors, to screaming revolt at the 
polls.

revenue demand to a tax base to sup- 
port it is the same as fitting a size 
seven slipper on a size nine foot. 


The shoe has to be misshaped to

Consequently what a layman would 


conceive to be the definition of the 
constitution's true cash value is not at 
all what the Commission declares it to 
be. 


There are at least three formulas, on 


true cash value, acceptable "'to the 
courts and the legislature, which are a 
country' mile apart from the lay vtew, 
and 
as 
fully 
beyond 
ordinary 


comprehension as is the Internal 
Revenue Code. 


Not all of our country fathers are 


really conversant with them. 


They do, however, feel they know 


one thing, namely, that real estate 
today is not moving at 4% per cent 
ahead of what it as a year ago. 


If the Commission will not concede 


the point, maybe the Tax Tribunal will 
listen to reason.

V WASHINGTON - When the 
'U.S. Senate refused last month 
to ratify a harmless resolution 


. designating April 24 as "Na- 


tional Day of Remembrance of 
Man's Inhumanity to Man", 
hardly an instance of editorial 
surprise was recorded. Perhaps, 
understandably. 
Senatorial 


snubs of this kind may be so 
common as to .no longer be 
newsworthy; these hundred 
men regularly and deliberately 
ignore actions designed to con- 
demn human oppression. 


The bnishoff of the National 


Day of Remembrance, actually, 
vn&'for the Senate a compara- 
tively small slight of decency 
along these lines. In recent 
years the body has refused to 
approve other -more urgen) 
human rights, resolutions which 
would call for the international 
political rights of women, the 
international condemnation of 
alt forms of racial discrimina- 
tion, and the world abolition of 
forced labor;' forced marriage 
: and forced prostitution. 


Indeed, the Senate's record 


concerning the global cause of 
human dignity is, as one 
member says, "odorous/' And, 
.unfortunately, its .reluctance 
'leaves 
a scent • on 
every 


American. Constitutionally, the 
United States cannot.officially 
join other nations in the obser- 
_vance of international laws T)f 
human rights without a two- 
thirds Senate vote" approving 
each law; and since the Senate 
has steadfastly 
refused 
to 


approve all but a few world 
treaties and conventions in this 
area, 
the 
entire 
country 


remains isolated .from the 
development'of human rights 


'; regulations. 


A House subcommittee on in- 


ternational organizations sug- 
gests the Senate has failed to 
ratify "at least 29 human rights 
conventions" — but one; the 
Genocide Treaty and that may 
well be the most dismal illus- 
tration of its shame: The treaty, 
written after the World War n 


slaughter of .Jews; and first 
submitted to the Senate a 
quarter century ago, prohibits 
certain acts committed with the 
intent to destroy, in whole or in 
part, a national, ethnic, racial 
or religious group. Seventy- 
eight nations have ratified it — 
but not yet the U.S. Senate.' 


Why? Sen. William Froxmire, 


who has pleaded since 1967 for 
approval of the genocide pact 
almost every day the Senate has 
been in session, says fear and 
ignorance work against pas- 
sage: Conservatives, fearing 
one-worldism, believe (t and 
• other international agreements 
chip away at U.S. sovereignty. 
Sen. Barry Goldwater, for one, 
also believes ratification of the 
Genocide Treaty would jeopar- 
dize'some U.S. citizens who, 
say, .accused of genocide in- 
voking early American Macks, 
might be brought to trial in a 
foreign country and denied U.S. 
judicial protection. 


There are, it shouM.be said, 


some legitimate reservations 
about the genocide as well as 
other human, rights treaties. 
For instance, the Convention on. 
the Elimination of All Forms of 
Racial Discrimination requires 
ratifying states to ban the dis- 
semination of kicas based on' 
racial superiority, and this 
clause' no doubt violates the 
U.S. Constitutional guarantee of 
freedom of speech: But as 
proponents point out, the Senate 
can add appropriate reserva- 
tions to any treaty it ratifies, 
thus eliminating the chance 
that 
national 
laws 
would 


conflict 
.with 
international 


agreements. 


There is then no reason save 


medieval "worriwartism" to 
preclude, at last, a new look by 
the Senate at the old hat treaties 
of human rights. It's time to 
join nations such as Great Brk 
tain, and even the Soviet'Union, 
in at least saying formally we 
are against such things as mass 
slaughter, racial-hatred' and 
continued misuse of the world's 
two billion women.

Misusing Mails? 


WASHINGTON - For the 


first time in history, Congress 
as a bod}' has been hauled into 
Federal Court. 


The Senators and Congress- 


men and women are being sued 
by Common Cause, the citizens' 
-lobby^ for allegedly abusing the 
franking privilege. 


Judge John Pratt, of the.U.S: 


District Court for the District Qf 
Columbia, granted the tax- 
payers' group' official "stand- 
ing," and the suit is now in 
"discovery," a process by 
which both sides take pre-trial 
testimony and examine per- 
'-fment records. 


The ruling establishes a sig- 


nificant precedent, because no 
organization has ever before 
been allowed to sue Congress, 
for lack of standing. That is a 
legal requirement that a party 
have sufficient stake in an 
otherwise 
justicable. 'con- 


troversy to obtain a judicial 
resolution of that controversy 


"It's fantastic," observed a 


constitutional 
law' 
expert 


recently. "It could "Open up a 
whole new power for enforcing 
our laws." 


..Traditionally, the Supreme 
Court has held that citizens as 
individuals have no inherent 
right to go to court to have the 
law obeyed bj others It repeat- 
ed that principle, m decisions 
handed down as recently as last 
year. 


But gradually the courts are 


becoming more deeply involved 
in forcing action out of the 
legislative 
and 
executive 


branches when there is a legal 
basis for such action. Congress- 
men 
themselves 
are 


increasingly turning to the 
courts in search of solutions that 
seem to escape the other 
branches of government.

This, of course, could cost 


taxpayers uncounted additional 
millions But it would reduce 
the automatic advantage an in- 
cumbent has over any outsider, 
and hence be a step toward 
fairer elections 


An alternative would be to 


impose harsher restrictions on 
the franking privilege, forbid- 
ding Congressmen to send free 
mail to constituents for a longer 
period than is now provided. 
That, however, would probably 
violate the Congressional right 
to communicate .with consti- 
tuents and be rejected by the' 
cdurt.

tablets may upset the delicate 
balance that controls the proper 
functioning of all the other or- 
gans in the body. 


There are some instances in 


which the underactivity of the 
thyroid gland is responsible for 
excessive weight'gain. If after a 
complete study of the thyroid 
gland a deficiency is found, then 
and only then is a thyroid 
prescription used.

NEW YORK (AP) -Despite 


the seeming recovery of the 
stock market, 'securities .of- 
ficials remain seriously worried 
over the long-term tendency of 
individuals to be net sellers of 
stock. 


Yes, the individual investor, 


which includes the little guy 
that so many regulators worry 
about, 
has 
steadily 
been 


withdrawing.from the market. 
Since 1970 his net sales have 
averaged $5 billion a year. 


"It is a fact that, in good 


markets'and bad, individuals 
have been net sellers of stock in 
every year from 1958 through 
1973," says James Needham, 
chairman of the Jijew York Stock 
Exchange. 


It is one of the most persis- 


tently frustrating matters with 


which stock market officials 
have had to deal, and in recent 
years" those frustrations have 
been monumental and multi- 
tudinous; 


It is disturbing, among other 


reasons, because the stock 
markets have promoted and 
publicized themselves as a 
haven for the small investor's 
money. 
They 
proclaimed 


people's capitalism but the 
people didn't respond. 


Some of the reasons lie with 


the exchanges, of course, and 
with the brokers and with Hie 
institutions who sold individual 
investors on the notion that they 
could, for a fee, product' better 
results. 


That promise of the institu- 


tions proved to be false, as no 
individual investor is likely to 
forget. Numerous studies and 
analyses of comparative results 


show relatively 
uninformed 


investors sometimes outper- 
form "experts." 
' 


The brokers have nobody- to 


blame but themselves. They 
sought the business of the in- 
dividual investor when times 
were dull, but when business 
picked 
up many of them 


dropped him. His business was 
unprofitable, they said. 


And the exchanges, which 


now forecast an impending 
capital disaster if the individual 
investor cannot be brought back 
to the market, spent years and 
millions trying to preserve a 
self-serving status quo rather 
than improving the lot of the 
individual investor. 


But now they are concerned, 


and they have an argument 
worth listening to. The in- 
dividual is essential, they say, if 
the capital-raising function of 


the stock market is to be 
preserved. 


They go a step beyond that: If 


the stock markets fail to raise 
enough 
capital 
to sustain 


private enterprise, then the en- 
tire economic structure of the 
nation is imperiled. 


Many Americans don't un- 


derstand the significance of 
capital until it is stated in terms 
of jobs. Depending upon what 
industry is involved, anywhere 
from $25.000 to $50.000 of capital 
investment, may be needed to 
produce just one job. 


An analysis by the N.Y] Stock 


Exchange puts at SH.7 trillion 
the net capital requirements 
through 1985, a figure that is put 
into perspective by realizing 
that it is nearly half again as 
much as all the money spent by 
our federal government since 


Four trillion dollars at that 


amount, it figures, will be at- 
tainable through personal sav- 
ings, retained corporate earn- 
ings and the like. But that 
leaves ttSO billion. 
-*; 


The big institutions — the in- 


surance companies and pension 
funds, to name two — might lx* 
relied upon to provide a bigger 
amount than in the past. And 
foreign investment might fill 
some of the gap. 


But all the calculations made 


by the Big Board show a short 
fall of about $7 billion a year 
"between now and 1985. Wfiat. 
then is the answer? 
.; 


"Clearly, then the key -to 


equity financing is to bring (he 
individual investor buck into the 
market — to reverse his tradi- 
tional role as a net seller of 
stocks and encourage him to 
become a net purchaser."

period in Fresno, Tulare, Kings, 
Madera, Merced and Kern 
counties. 


Tne'program will provide in- 


formation for a study of the 
needs of the rural poor and for 
an application for year-round 
funding, says Joe Williams^ 
executive director of the Fresno 
County office of the Economic 
Opportunities .

"In Brian's case." says Sally,

2 years old." 


The Rosses took Brian to a 


pediatrician, who also diag- 
nosed him as hyperactive and 
prescribed a drug. For a short 
while it worked. Sally said. 
Later they sought counseling 


from a child guidance .clinic. 


_ There, too, Brian's hearing 
loss vent unnoticed, although 
they felt the Rosses were 
handling him well. 


A local hearing aid specialist 


tested Brian and made an ap- 
pointment for him at the Central 
Michigan University hearing 
clinic. Brian's hearing loss in 
both cars was found to be in the 
critical range. 


"It wasn't the hearing aids I 


minded then so much as it was 
the unknown, not knowing at 
first what way would be the 
right one for Brian," Sally 
recalls. "That's when our lives 
changed, and we started run- 
ning." 


The Rosses first enrolled

They are part of a package of 


legislation intended to avert a 
malpractice insurance crisis by 
guaranteeing insurance to all 
doctors. 


The House is set to vote on a 


bill to limit the overtime an 
employe could be forced to 
work. 


A "maximum work week" 


would be for not more than six 


days or more than\48 hours in 
one week or more than 10 hears 
a (lay. The bill would not affect 
voluntary overtime, employes of 
utilities during emergencies or 
public employes. 


Farm interests contend they 


should be exempted because 
farm workers may have little or 
nothing to do in bad weather 


and then have to work con- 
tinually for long periods during 
good weather. 


The House also will take up a 


bill to permit right turns-at 
most red lights.

tress, as always larger than life. 


Theatrical? Yes, Gen. Douglas MacArthur 


was that. He may have been only pointing at 
a seagull off-camera, but he was a man who 
knew how to stage his great moments in 


. history, moments in which he justly played 


major rdes as one of the nation's greatest 
warriors. 


This was the man who went over the top 


in World War I, armed with only a riding 
crop, and returned with a prisoner. A man 
ordered out of the inexorable trap of the 
Philippines in 1942 who said on landing at 
Alice Springs in Australia: "I came through 
and I shall return." And did, dramatically, 
three.years later, with a corn cob pipe 


. clamped in his jaws and his father's old 


revolver in a back pocket, and wandered 
along the beach saying, "This is what I 
dreamed about."

' This is a first step back in realizing that 
dream. In September, 1943, MacArthur is 
flying over New Guinea where 1,700 men are 
parachuting into the jungle near Lae in a 
beginning of Operation Cartwheel, a six- 
month hop-skip operation to take Rabaul, 
the big Japanese base on the island of New 


Britain. 


Other steps followed — Hollandia, Sarmi, 


Biak. Morbtai— names now as overgrown 
as the battles they marked. But to get there, 
MaeArthur had to fight his own people, 
particularly 4he.

LANSING, Mich. (AP) — The threat of more rain worries 


farmers \vho already are behind in their planting this'spring 
because of soggy fields. 
. 


Corn, oats and sugar beet plantings all were behind routine 


years, the Michigan Crop Reporting Service said last week. 


Plantings of corn, a major Michigan crop, were estimated at 


only 12 per cent of the total intended crop, compared to 21 per cent 
at this time last year and about 24 per cent during an average 
year. Sugar beet plantings vary widely but were estimated at only 
41 per cent of the intended crop, compared to 88 per cent last year 
and 66 per cent during a normal year. 


And oat plantings were figured at 48 per cent, down from 78 per 


cent last year and an average of 70 per cent. Two weeks of sunny 
weather could dry out fields and let farmers shoot for average or 
better yields, agriculture officials said. But stormy skies in late 
May would spell trouble.

Corn crops that go unplanted into late-May and the first few days 


of June push the maturing crop into the dangerous months of 
September and October, a prime time for killing frosts, officials 
said.

Michigan's feed corn harvest last fall dropped to 118 million 


bushels — nearly 23 million bushels down from the 1973 yield. 


Michigan crops first ran into problems this year with a cool, late 


spring. Then a foot-deep blizzard smothered central Michigan in 
the first week of April, followed by heavy rains that drenched the

approximately 38,500 square 
miles of Great Lakes water,,. 
Marks noted. 


Using a national water quality 


index, Marks said, 80 per cent of 
Michigan's^najor stream miles 
rated good to excellent last 
year. Streams having medium 
or poor quality water are being 
polluted from known sources 
where control programs already 
are under way. 


Water quality in the Great 


Lakes generally is excellent, 
with a few exceptions. Only a 
handful of cities, industries and 
electric 
power 
generating 


plants still discharge wastes 
directly into the Great Lakes. 


Although connecting channels 


to the lakes carry numerous 
waste loads from municipal and 
industrial sources, corrective 
programs 
have 
achieved 


dramatic results. 


"The Grand River is the big- 


gest Lake Michigan tributary in 
Michigan," Marks said, "and 
every major source of pollution 
on it is in the process of being 
upgraded." 


Using a water quality scale of 


zero to 100, Marks explained, 
the Grand River has gone from 
62 to 69 during the past five 
years. That's pretty good. 
Phosphorus content of the 
Grand has dropped from .17 
parts per million to .07 ppm 
since 1969. 


During the same period, the 


Muskegon River rose from a 
phosphorus rating of 75 to over 
80, and the Kalamazoo River 
showed marked progress. The 
St. Joseph River has shown no 
great improvement, but is at 
least holding steady at 65, which 
is really not bad. 


Water in the zero-to-50 range 


is rated poor, from 51 to 70 
medium, and 71 to 100 good. A 
water quality prepared by 
Marks shows only small areas 
at Lansing, Flint and Detroit 
rated poor. 


A major goal of the Michigan 


Water Resources Commission is 
to assure state residents that 
they will have plenty of water 
pure enough for fishing, swim- 
ming and drinking. They're do- 
ing a pretty good job.

die of carbon monoxide inhala- 
tion if your home burns, even if 
you aren't in the flames. 


For this reason, it is advisable 


to treat burn and smoke victims 
in disastrous fires immediately 
with oxygen therapy, say a team 
of University of Chicago inves- 
tigators. This should be done at 
the site of the fire, if possible. 


One problem in diagonising 


CO poisoning is that its victims 
do not turn blue. 


Also, carbon'. monoxide is

AP Televisiw Writer 


ilartin Starger, head of en- 


tertainment programs at ABC- 
TV since mid-1972, leaves the

own production company which 
he says the network will finance 
but not own.

The deal is a bit unusual in 


one respect. dBS and NBC < say 
they've no companies under 
contract to produce shows 
solely for them. 


And only one other company 


— Spelling - Goldberg, Inc. — is 
under an exclusive ABC con- 


; tract, Starger says. That firm' 


makes

Rookies,"

Question: Why has Starger's' 


-company signed an exclusive 
pact with ABC. for TV shows 
instead of seeking deals with all 
three networks?

! "The reason is two-fold," > 
Starger says. "One is that they 
(ABC brass) expressed a desire 
to have 100 per cent of my ef- 
forts, which is quite flattering, 
of course. 


"Number two, they financed 


the company and; they asked for 
the 'exclusivity" in television, 
which is a very fair kind of 
return for the financing. Sti 
those are really the reasons for 
it." 


He was asked if the move is 


related to .a current federal an- 
titrust suit against the networks 
which alleges they've excluded 
from prime time all entertain- 
:inent shows in which they don't 
own an interest. 
; "No, not at all," Starger said. 
"They (ABC) do not own any 
interest in this production com- 
pany. They're financed it, but it 
is owned by myself 100 per cent. 
The direction it goes is totally 
my decision." 


* He also said ABC's exclusive 
TV pact with his firm is in no 
way some sort of precautionary 
step ABC is taking in the event 
the courts bar networks from 
rnvning an interest in their 
evening entertainment shows. 


"It's not that at all," he said. 


"The key to it — I'm not a 
lawyer, but I'm quite certain of 
this — is who owns what. And 
that's the whole point of it. As 
it's set up; it's not ABC's com- 
pany." 


Starger's current post as 


head of ABC Entertainment has 
him overseeing not only enter- 
tainment shows on TV but also 
ABC's non-television entertain- 
ment projects, such as rock 
concerts and movies. 


The 43 - year - old executive, 


with ABC since 1966, says his 
new firm will work as -an 
independent producer of-non- 
TV entertainment projects in 
addition .to 
its 
exclusive 


television work for ABC. 


He said he's leaving his 


network job because he has 
wanted 
to form 
his own 


production company for some 
time, and has discussed the 
step 
with ABC executives 


periodically over the past few 
years. 


But the .TV projects won't 


start on ABC-TV until the fall of 
1876; Stargcr said, adding: that 
"what I've learned over the 
years here is that you can't 
substitute anything for time 
and planning."
